that a bank note is 


an element of danger in any financial 
system. 
It is so well recognized 
in 


t'ue Old World that the issue of bank 
notes not secured by the actual coin in 
the bank vaults bus been 
abandoned. 


In Great Britain a Bank 
of England 


note is simply a certificate that there 
is that much gold 
belonging 
to 
the 


holder in the vaults which lie can 
get 


on demand. 
This is practically true of 


the notes ol the Bank of France. 
In 


this country the credit systen of bank- 
has kept up the deceptive 
system 
of 


the bank notes. 
The national bankers 


note is secured 
in 
the most 
perfect 


manner, co far as ultimata 
safety 
is 


concerned, 
but it lacks 
the real com- 


mercial value, that of conversion 
on 


demand. 
It was necessary 
to keep 


at all times a cash reserve not less than 
twenly-five per cent of the 
outstand- 


ing notes. 
This 
small 
reserve 
was 


abolished by the hist 
Congress, 
and 


the note is now only secured 
by 
the 


deposit 
of government 
bonds. 
The 


National Gold Bank therefore contains 
this dangerous element, 
and 
is like- 


ly to be closed up at any 
time by the 


note holders. 
The people 
of Califor- 


nia have no confidence in paper mon- 
ey of any description, 
and 
now 
that 


their faith iv national bank notes has 
been shaken it would 
be 
better 
for 


these institutions 
to at once 
redeem 


their notes, 
and 
confine 
themselves 


strictly to discount and deposit 
busi- 


ness.
